Russians  Open  Marriage  Palace

MOSCOW,  Nov.  4— The  Soviet  government, 
conceding  that  weddings  are  sentimental  af- 
fairs, has  opened  its  first  marriage  palace  and 
granted  brides  the  right  to  wear  frilly  dresses 
^nd  carry  flowers. 

Since  the  Revolution,  civil  weddings  have 
been  as  glamorous  as  getting  a driver’s  license. 
The  couple  applies  for  the  marriage  license  at 
a drab  registry  office,  picks  it  up,  and  goes 
away ' married.  Rings  are  considered  super- 
fluous. 

AS  A RESULT,  more  and  more  brides  have 
been  deciding  on  church  weddings,  where  can- 
dlelight and  frills  still  play  a big  part. 

The  first  marriage  palace,  opened  Sunday  in 
Leningrad,  is  the  government’s  answer  to  let- 
ters in  newspapers  complaining  that  there  is 
no  alternative  to  the  chui*ch  ceremony  for 
good  Communists  who  are  also  romantic. 

THE  FORMER  HOME  of  a czarist  nobleman, 
the  palace  has  blue  tapestry  walls,  fine  car- 


pets, and  a .crystal  chandelier.  The  wedding 
party  marches  up  a marble  staircase  to  record- 
ed music  of  Beethoven  and  Chopin — but  not 
the  Mendelssohn  and\  Wagner  wedding 
marches. 

The  palace  is  also  a money-maker  for  the 
state.  It  has  a restaurant  with  champagne  and 
caviar  for  sale,  a flower  shop,  a gift  shop  and 
a wedding  ring  counter — everything  for  th^ 
packaged  wedding. 

LACY  WEDDING  GOWNS  are  now  com- 
mon in  Russian  store  windows,  although  all 
such  trappings  were  considered  remnants  of 
the  decadent  past  for  many  years. 

A young  married  Russian  said  he  thought 
the  new  ceremc>nies  would  be  better  than  his 
own  form-filling  experiences,  which  left 
“nothing  nice  to  remember.” 

THE  COMPLAINTS  ABOUT  the  civil  cere- 
monies began  to  come  in  after  an  automotive 
plant  foreman  wrote  the  government  news- 
paper Izveztia  that  “many  people  arrange 
weddings  in  church  not  because  they  believe  in 
God  but  because  they  like  the  rite.”
